“I have already made it clear 
that I want the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth, With that there is no| 
quarrel or doubt. But this is the

“Is the spirit of progressive 
though to go so far ahead of the 
masses that we won't be able to 
keep contact with them?”

New Device Ie ial 
Fundamental Improve- 


ment In Television 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — A | 
fnew television machine designed 
to produce clearer motion pictures | 
and to send them secretly on 
short radio waves has been pat- 
ented in the United States, it was 
Gisclosed Friday. 

The new device, termed a “funda- 
mental improvement” in television 
by officials, was itivented by Fran- 
cois C. P. Henroteau of Ottawa,| 
Ont., who previously has been | 
| granted three other American pat- 
ents on television developments 

The heart of the Henroteau ap- 
paratus is a screen, similar to the} 
white screen in a motion picture 
theatre, on which the television pic- 
tures are impressed by light. 
MILLIONS OF CELLS 


Its surface, however, is made up 
of millions of tiny photo-electric 
cells, which convert light rays into 
electrical impulses. Screens with 
as many as 16,000,000 individual 
cells to the square inch, each of 
which is insulated from all others, | 
have been made, Henrotecu said in 
his patent application and even 
finer screens can be made. | 


When light, varying in intensity | 
according to the shadows of the 
picture, falls on these tiny cells, it 
charges them with positive eléc- 
tricity, he explained. The amount 
of charge depends on the light in-| 
tensity. | 

These small charges pre released | 
from the cells by a “scanning beam’ 
of electrons which passes across ihe 
surface just as the human eye reads 
a column of type. Electrons are 
fundamental particles of matter 
which can be generated and con- | 
trolled to perform a number of 


| functions, 


When these currents are released 
at the rate of 160,000 a second, they 
are picked up in a wire attached to 
the screen and amplified. Then they 
are sent to the receiving apparatus 
by wire or radio where they re-| 
appear in the same succession to 
form the television, Henroteous de- 
clared.

A FRIEND AT COURT 


Hon. Duncan Marshall and Hon. Norman 
Lambert are Canada’s new senators, appointed | 
to fill two of the six vacancies; the two belonging 
to Ontario. Mr. Marshall's appointment has been 
mooted for some time, that of Mr. Lambert had 
not been publicly anticipated. 

Party service is a recognized qualification for 
appointment to the senate. It is an essential 
qualification except when a government has 
secured large enough majority in the upper 
house that it can afford to be generous 

The present Government is in no such happy 
position. It is dependent for enactment of its | 
legislation upon the forbearance of a hostile | 
majority in that chamber. In such circumstances 
appointments invariably go to political support- 
ers of the government in power. On that ground 
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both the new members are unquestionably 
qualified. 

While Mr. Lambert is little known in the west, 
Mr. Marshall is well known here, and known to 
have ability and experience which should make 
him a useful senator. And, having spent many 
years in Alberta, it may be assumed this prov- 
ince and the west generally will find him a 
warm friend and consistent champion, in a body 
where western needs, interests and opinions are 
none too sympathetically viewed at present. 


DISPLAY CARDS MIGHT HELP 


Mayor Fry is appealing to the citizens to 
respect the city’s early closing bylaw, by not 
asking merchants to sell them forbidden goods 
after hours or on Sunday. This being the case, 
it is no longer “spilling the beans” to record that 
Edmonton's early closing bylaw has been hon- 
ored in the breach more often perhaps than any 
other bylaw in the book. 

And His Worship is addressing himself to 
the right parties. It is the customer, rather than 
the small merchant, who is to blame for the 
general lack of observance of the prohibitory 
bylaw. The man who runs a smal! store cannot 
afford to offend customers, and it is disclosing 
no secret to say many of them would have to do 
just that if they did not sell after hours and on 
Sunday what the bylaw forbids. 

But maybe the customer sins in ignorance on 
a good many occasions. To most people there is 
a rather hazy line between confectionery and 
groceries, and where the one store handles both, 
what more natural than that the chap who drops 
in of an evening for something the merchant is 
allowed to sel! at that time should see and ask 
for something else he may not know to lie be- 
yond the dead-line? 

It would help to better observance of the by- 
Jaw if the things legally saleable in “closed 
hours” were tabulated, and display cards hung 
prominently in the stores for the information of 
the public. The customer who wanted to keep 
within the bounds would then know what he was 
legally entitled to ask for. And the merchant 
would have present and visible evidence that the 
law compelled him to refuse to sell commodities

Disclosures of this kind invariably bring 
sweeping allegations that relief has degenerated 
into a racket, and should be summarily stopped. 
That, perhaps, is one reason why city councils 
hesitate to stage investigations into the bona fides 
of those on the relief rolls. Most of these need 
relief and cannot get along without it, but where

some one is found to be getting assistance and 
making no effort to help himself unthinking 
persons jump to the conclusion that his is a 
typical case. ‘ 

The fact of course is that there are all sorts 
of people on relief and off relief. In both classes 
are some who have no rooted objection to getting 
something for nothing, and who will proceed to 
do that to the end of the chapter if other people 
or society at large will let them. To prevent the 
taxpayers being robbed, a council should once 
in a while go over the list to find out whether 
relief money is going to any who should not get 
it. The job cannot be pleasant. But, pleasant 
or not, it is one of the things that have to be 
done if fraud is to be checked. 


CINDERS, SAND, ASHES, SALT 

As between cinders and sand as a non-skid 
coating for icy pavement and side-walks, the 
finance committee of the city council is still 
spinning the wheels of controversy without 
making much progress. The subject presum- 
ably belongs to the finance committee because 
sand would cost money, while cinders are free. 

Meanwhile, some one has introduced a 
variant by sprinkling some walks with ashes 
instead of either of the controverted substances, 
without improving matters. And the city has 
twenty tons of Ft. McMurray salt on hand, 
brought in to mix with cinders, supposedly on 
the theory that the salt would make the cinders 
stick to the pavement and not to the boots of 
pedestrians. But the salt isn't being used, be- 
cause a University man says it would eat the 
paving, cake on the sides of the sewer pipes, and 
otherwise create new problems to aggravate the 
original one. 

In seven other western centres, the committee 
learns, sand is used on the sidewalks; and cin+ 
ders on the pavments in two of these places, 
What the others use to keep the cars from slew- 
ing is not reported; maybe nothing but hope, fear 
and caution. Within limits, this extefnal testi- 
mony is in favor of sand, but not conclusively so. 


Everything considered the committee is pretty 
much where it was a month ago, facing the ques- 
tion of free cinders or $5,000 worth of sand; with 
assurance all too plain that whichever is chosen 
will not bring joy to the heart of the house-wife 
as she contemplates her scratched floor, nor 
automatically eliminate the dust nuisance next 
summer. 

There is thus a fair prospect that the Edmon- 
ton house-holder will still, when he gets home in 
the evening, have to take off his boots at the door 
and put on his slippers, as they also do in 
Oriental countries. As for the dust nuisance of 
next summer, there really isn’t anything for it 
but to get out the hose and spring-clean the 
pavements and side-walks when the snow goes 
away.

Current Comment 


SILVER AND GOLD 

Throughout the year 1937 the world silver 
price was remarkably steady owing to the in- 
fluence of Washington. China became involved 
in war with Japan and desired to exchange 
silver for gold in order to facilitate the purchase 
abroad of war material. The United States ab- 
sorbed 174 million dollars of China's offerings. 
Canada's production of silver grew from 19.3 
to 24.3 million ounces and that of the world 
from 250 million to 276 million ounces. The 
ordinary world consumption of silver for all 
purposes was 148 million ounces, or more than 
a hundred million ounces below the world pro- 
duction figure. The big purchases of the United 
States offset this condition. Foreign silver is 
the sole source of supply for the arts and indus- 
tries of the republic as all newly-mined domes- 
tic silver is bought and retained by the treas- 
ury. 

The Van Zeeland proposal that the demo- 
cratic countries create an international gold 
fund for moving world trade may afford Mr. 
Roosevelt an opening for a dramatic move that 
would serve to rehabilitate silver. Such a fund 
would be a life-saver for the Fascist dictators 
who have placed their national economies in a 
precarious position. Mr, Roosevelt is certain to 
demand concessions in return for any sharing 
of the United States’ gold hoard with other 
countries. He would not be making an unrea- 
sonable request if he were to ask that silver 
be associated with gold in the proposed world 
gold reserve fund, and that Britain and France 
place definite quantities of silver and gold in 
the fund. The use of both precious metals would 
relieve the strain on gold and make for steadier 
prices and a freer movement of trade.—Mont- 
real Star. 


GANGSTER NATIONS 


Professor Gilbert Murray has been writing 
The Times, expressing satisfaction at the with- 
drawal of Italy from the League of Nations. He 
would have preferred to see Italy expelled; her 
going, he insists, was inevitable. 

“The Covenant,” Professor Murray adds, 

“was a great act of repentance and reform; an 
acceptance of law and a rejection of interna- 
tional anarchy and gangsterism. The Council of 
the League will breathe more freely without a 
member who openly and on principle rejects 
the law. One would not care to see Al Capone 
or Bugs Moran on the Supreme Court of the 
United States.” 

No doubt, as Professor Murray suggests, the 
nations that still hold to the League ideals will 
have a sense of relief, now that the last of the 
gangsters is gone. It was so obviously futile 
trying to do anything when every proposal was 
met with some subterfuge for nullifying it, if 
not with open contempt. 

All the same, it is questionable if the Janu- 
ary meeting of the Council will be a very joy- 
ous one. There are too many vacant chairs at 
the table, and there can not but be a feeling 
that the gangsters outside are determined to 
complete the destruction they have begun. An 
organization which must make itself universal 
if it is to attain complete success, and whose 
objective is international co-operation, can not 
for long view defections with satisfaction or 
even complacency. 

Besides, the parallel between Italy and the 
gangsters named can not be driven too far. Al 
Capone and Bugs Moran can be “liquidated” by 
the G-men or locked up for keeps on Alcatraz 
Island. But the gangster nations can be neither 
liquidated nor imprisoned. They must be reck- 
oned with continuously.—Vancouver Province. 


MUNICIPAL OFFICERS’ CODE OF ETHICS 


There has been organized within recent years 
in Canada and the United States a Municipal 
Finance Officers’ Association which judged by 
its past performances has a promising future 
of service. What arouses our interest particu- 
larly at this time in the functions of the organi- 
zation is the code of ethics and professional con- 
duct under consideration for adoption at its last 
annual meeting. If every member of the Asso- 
ciation makes the code his rule of practice and 
guide, its effect on municipal administration 
should be revolutionary and salutary. Here are 
some quotations from the code: “No person 
should seek or accept any governmental posi- 
tion as a fiscal or accounting officer unless he 
earnestly believes he can satisfactorily perform 
the duties of the office or position . . . Every 
finance and accounting officer shall endeavour 
to maintain the highest standards and most ap- 
proved practices in the execution of the duties 
of his office or position . . . No finance or ac- 
,counting officer, in his official capacity, shall 
prepare, sign, or certify to any report or state- 
ment which he knows contains a mis-statement 
of a material fact or omits to state a material 
fact whose omission makes a misleading im- 
pression. He shall not sign, approve or certify 
accounts or statements unless they have been 
prepared or verified by himself or persons under 
his supervision. His signature to a report must 
always be an assurance to the public he serves 
that the report is true and complete to the best 
of his belief and ability.” 

Here indeed lies good reason to hope for a 
better day in the keeping and auditing of muni- 
cipal accounts.—-The Canadian Chartered Ac- 
countant.

fense About two weeks ago Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek concentrated power in the 
hands of a committee of four, two of its members 
being General Mao Tse-tung, Communist Jeader 
(or his representative), and Wang Ming, inter- 
nationally known Communist theoretician. 

Since then Chinese censors have let the word 
go abroad that the Communist party “has ex- 
tended its control to three more of the nation’s 
defense areas.” The success of the Eighth Route 
Army since it passed completely into the con- 
trol of General Chu Teh, famed as the Commun- 
ists’ “military genius,” has made easier the 
business of defense concentration, that and the 
failure of Generalissimo Chiang's defense strat- 
egy. With the Government well on the way to 
going Red, if it has not already gone, it is more 
easy to believe in Soviet assistance to the defense 
of China.

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Your Health

The other day I heard a group of people dis- 
cussing Kosher food and some of those un- 
familiar with the subjeet found it very interest- 
ing. Probably many of my readers will find the 
same discussion to have a popular interest, there- 
fore I will take up the subject in my article for 
today. 

The Jewish Talmud contains the first health 
rules believed to have been written by man. 
Many of these laws are atill practiced by the 
orthodox Hebrew, who considers them to have 
been divinely inspired. If not of divine in- 
spiration, it is all the more marvelous to know 
that almost at the dawn of civilization, rules 
about right living were laid down which have 
remained sensible and logical through all the 
years. 

According to these rules, food is divided into 
two classes: Clean and unclean. The cléan food 
is called Kosher, meaning it is fit and proper to 
use. The unclean is called Tref and is discarded. 
The first object was cleanliness, thus ensuring 
a food supply which was perfectly clean and 
wholesome. 

It is possible that food be prepared strictly 
according to religious rules and be within the 
letter of the law, being called Kosher, but if it 
is done in an unsanitary manner, the spirit of 
the law has not been kept 


The first rule which the “Gentile” notices is , 


that the Hebrew does not eat pork, but there are 
several other rules. Meat, to be Kosher, must 
be prepared in a certain way, and is still handled 
in this way today, as it was several centuries be- 
fore Christ. Kosher may be applied to other 
foods than meat, for example, to bread. Bread 
for the Passover must not contain leaven, there- 
fore Kosher bread used at this time is unleav- 
ened. The vessels used for cooking meat must 
not be used for cooking milk, and therefore two 
separate sets of cogking utensils are kept. 

Kosher meat must be killed by a Shochet, 
who is an expert inspector and butcher. The 
animals are killed instantly and must not be 
frightened before killing. A complete inspection 
of the meat is then made and the slightest blem- 
ish will result in the animal being declared unfit 
for food. Thus Kosher meat is always meat from 
healthy animals, as the unclean meat or blemish- 
ed meat is discarded. 

Meat may be used from such animals as the 
ox, sheep, goat, or scaled fish. Ifthe animal has 
been torn by wild beasts, has died a natural 
death, has been poisoned, has been diseased, then 
it may not be used. Before using the meat it 
must be washed, salted, and washed again to 
remove all blood possible. No blood should be 
left congealed on the surface of the cut or in the 
veins. 

Another of these rules prohibits the use of 
milk with meat or fish. In other words, no 
milk is taken at a meat meal. 

In my work with thousands of patients clong 
the line of dietetics, I have found two good rules 
of diet which coincide with these Hebrew teach- 
ings. 1. Eat clean meat from healthy animals. 
2. Do not mix milk and meat. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. T. S. writes: “Is it all right 
to give children raw celery or should it be cook- 
ed? Also, is it all right to let them chew on the 
little raw carrots?” 

ANSWER: Celery which has been well 
washed may be given to children in the raw state 
and most youngsters quickly grow fond «of it. 
The small, whole carrots may also be given to 
children in the raw form. Most children like 
them because of the sweet taste and also be- 
cause they enjoy the crunchiness of the vege- 
table when crisp. It very often happens that 
children instinctively prefer the raw vegetables 
over the cooked ones and they may refuse cooked 
carrots and still enjoy those in the raw state. 
Probably the appetite for the raw food is more 
natural than the appetite for the cooked vege- 
tables. Many a mother despairs of ever getting 
the child to use enough salads, and does not 
realize that the child objects to the rich dressing 
used on these dishes and that the average child 
will eat the simple, plain raw foods without 
objection. If your children enjoy the raw celery 
and carrots, encourage them to use these foods 
and be glad that they are asking for two vege- 
tables which are valuable because of the miner- 
als and vitamins they contain. 

QUESTION—Bert M. inquires: “I have found 
from experience that I feel better when I take 
a big glass of fruit juice first thing in the morn- 
ing. Have been using orange juice but am tired 
of it. Are there any other juices I could sub- 
stitute which would be equally healthful?” 

ANSWER: You might substitute tomato juice 
(canned), grape juice, grapefruit juice, un- 
sweetened pineapple juice (canned), or apple 
juice.

Chiang 
Kai-Shek has not been successful in the com- 
plete suppression of Communism, and particul- 
arly is this so in the Northern Provinces. But, 
giving him his due, he has done a fair job as 
far as they permitted him to go.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail,

Pork Is Splendid As 
Body’s Winter Fuel 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 
Though pork returns to lower 
price ranges, it is high in those 
little calories which furnish body 
heat. So pork is two-fold welcome 


now. 

The more fatty forms of pork are 
roast, fresh ham and = sausage. 
Smoked ham and bacon, having 
been specially treated, are a little 
more easily digested than fresh 
pork products. 

The folloWing recipes will prove 
to your palate that the little pig has 
many different moods. 


CROWN ROAST OF PORK 
WITH GLAZED APPLES 
(4 to 6 servings) 

Siz pounds of loin of pork, % 
pound ground pork trimmings, 6 
slices of bread, 1 tablespoon butter, 
% onion, 1 teaspoon chopped pars- 
ley, % teaspoon salt, 6 small apples, 
ten cents worth of red «innamon 
candies, 1% cups sugar, 2 cups 
water. 

Have the butcher make a crown 
roast out of the 6 pound loin. Take 
chopped pork, mix it with soft 
bread erumbs. parsley and chopped 
onion which has been sauteed in 
butter. Fill cavity in center of 
pork with stuffing. Bake about two 
hours in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) basting frequently. Peel 
and core apples. Make a syrup of 
sugar, wa and candies. Drop 
apples into hot syrup, cook very 
slowly and watch carefully, When 
they are soft remove from syrup. 
Put pork on a large platter and 
garnish with apples. 


SAUSAGE CAKE BAKED 
WITH APPLE 
(4 to 6 servings) 
One and one-half pound sausage 
meat, 6 apples, 1-3 cup brown su- 


gar. 

Shape meat into small flat 
cakes. Pare and core apples and 
cut in small slices. Lay sausage 
cakes in center of a baking pan, Lay 
slices of apple around sausages.

Six large loin pork chops (ask 
the butcher to cut them three to a 
pound), 6 slices of canned pine- 
apple, 1 tablespoon lard, 1 cup pine- 
apple juice, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper. 

Put lard in an iron frying pan, 
when hot add pork chops and sea- 
sonings and brown thoroughly on 
both sides, Lay chops in a casserole 
dish. Brown pineapple in some 
grease and lay a slice on top of each 
chop. Pour pineapple juice over 
all and cover pan. Bake in a slow 
over (325 degrees F.) for about one 
and one-half hours. Baste fre- 
quently.

WHAT ARE PARENTS TO DO? 


Well, suppose we were witnessing 
some such primal urge in two boys, 
and were unable to bear the shock. 
What would we do about it? Espe- 
cially if one of the boys was our 
own?

—expensive? 

Nearly every mother shudders 
over the thought. Fathers are more 
than likely to say, “Well, who won?

There are two ways of scrapping. 
One is to let off steam and prove 
mettle. The other is that dear old 
alibi of clearing -honor by killing 
or maiming. Some boys simply can't 
bear the sight of each other, and 
therefore think it behooves them to 
punish on sight. 

Mark the difference, good 
mother, and explain to your son 
while he is very young that you 
don't mind a little of the one, but 
that you won't stand for the other, 
not for one minute. If he is the 
aggressor, and picks a fight with 
another boy just to vent his spite, 
shame on him; but if he is the vic- 
tim of some bully’s nastiness and 
has to defend his rights by answer- 
ing blow with blow, it is a shame 
for him. He should be told to keep 
clear of the tormentor. And if the 
persecution keeps up to an intol- 
erable degree, do some investigat- 
ing, without hurting your son's 
standing, but put an end to this 
state of affairs. 


INQUIRE INTO BOY'S 
EVERY BATTLE 

Fighting is strong in some boys’ 
nature. For others it has no inter- 
est. It all depends. Occasionally we 
find a child who does not bear 
grudges, but who still keeps a 
whole street stirred up with his 
constant challenges. It won't hurt 
the others to give him some prac- 
tice, if they are so inclined, but 
enough is enough. After a while 
this agitator should be put in his 
place and find himself, one fine 
day, devoid of chums. 

Investigate every scrap Keep 
quiet about most small scrimmages 
and just get out linament and 
sewing box; but make your senti- 
ments concerning fighting clearly 
known. In fun, yes, a little; or 
even to lick some fellow that 
simply needs to be shown his place 
when he has been to insistently in- 
sulting and cruel. 

But explain that mere brute 
strength is not manliness. Suggest

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National Conference 
Of Varsity Students 


Is Discussed Here 


Under the chairmanship of 
dehn Maxwell, prominent eni- 
versity stedent, and chairman of 
the Leeal Continuations Commit- 
tee of the National Conference of 
University Students, the natere 
@f discussions at the Christmas 
conference ef university students 
in Winnipeg wae revealed this 
week. 

The conference, the first of its 
fhature to be held, was promoted 
te ‘oster better relationship be- 
tween Canadian university stu- 
dents, and to promote an inter- 
est in vital current affairs. 

Some of the discussions were 
eoncegned with the fiscal aspects 
of dominion-provincial relations, 
dealing with problems presented by 
Various provinces of Canada, the 
tights and responsibilities of each 
economic atea towerds federal un- 


ity. High freight rates, inadequate | 


federal subsidies, inherent econ- 
omic weaknesses of prairie econ- 
omy, incidents of tariff costs, prov- 
incial autonomy, and inadequate so- 
cial legislation were some of the 
topics dealt with. Delegates of the 
conference went on record as be- 
ing sympathetic with the demands 
of the New Brunswick coal miners, 
who are striking for union recogni- 
tion. 

Discussions on Cenada’s foreign 
policy, as reported by Joe Woods- 
worth, dealt with the various al- 
ternatives of paciism, collec- 
tivism, imperialism and isolation- 
ism. The collectivists contended 
that “Canada’s foreign policy 
should be the crection of a co- 
operative organization of peace 
loving nations of the world with 
the British Empire and the Un- 
ited States as the rallying point.” 

Another group, the Pan-Cana- 
dianists, contended thet Canada 
should direct her energies prim- 
erily toward the solution of her 
own internal problems as a step 


toward the ultimate solution of |

They can be 
removed with the fingers, but 
sometimes the mouth of the para- 
site will be left in the skin and 
cause a festering sore. However, 
if a touch of ether or chloroform 
is applied with medicated eotton, 
they will loosen their hold at once, 
Then bathe the irritated spots with 
a mild golution of creolin until

Debating on the resolution that 
an Anglo-American alliance 
would be a better guarantee of 
‘world peace than the principle of 
collective security of the League 
of Nations, Strean Robertson and 
Morris Belkin of the University 
of British Columbia, supporting 
the negative, defeated their Al- 
berta opponents, Morris Shumiat- 
cher and Sam Epstein, in Con- 
vocation Hall, Friday evening. as 
part of the competitions for the 
McGoun Cup. The judges voted 
two te one for the visitors. 

The visitors based their conten- 
tion on the fact that the world is in 
confusion and there is a need for 
intellectual orderliness, armed al+ 
liances being only effective as long 
as they maintain a superior force. 
Mr. Robertson believed that the 
Treaty of Versailles sealed the fate 
of world peace by forcing defeated 
nations to accept terms. The world, 
he maintained is divided into two 
camps, those seeking to enforce it 
and those seeking to redress the 
treaty. 

DOUBTS POSSIBILITY 

Mr. Belkin felt that it was doubt- 
@ul if an Anglo-Amencan alliance 
could ever be attained because of 
the isolation policy of the United 
States. Alliances are the cause of 
the present chaos, he maintained, 
and the alternative was that all 


nations should co-operate for the | 


e€ommon good. 

The affirmative was of the 
opinion that, insofar as the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain con- 
trolled the major portion of the 
four most important minerals in 
the world, being democratic 
nations, as well as individually 
Powerful, their alliance could 
Preserve world peace, in view of 
the fact that collective security 
had failed, 

Mr. Schumiatcher stated that the 
world is now in a state of war,| 
that the Great War war just a first 
battle, and the principle of collec- | 
tive security had failed. He cited! 
the recent policy of Japan and 
Ttaly as proof of his argument. 
Moreover, a ballot taken in the 
United States last year favored an 
‘Anglo-American alliance, because

RIDICULES LEAGUE 

Mr. Epstein ridiculed the League 
of Nations for its slow methods for 
obtaining action, particularly in the

block action on the part of the, 
League, by throwing their votes in| 
favor of the aggressor, he said. | 

In his rebuttal, Mr. Schumiat- |
